AIDS. The acronym referring to the 
acquired immune deficiency syndrome 
has been used over and over by the 
media. World-famous celebrities wear 
red ribbons on talk shows and award 
galas that supposedly represent their 
sensitivity to victims carrying the dis- 
ease 

Even with all the so-called AIDS 
awareness that has saturated the public, 
many people are still sunenlightened 
about how the disease is spread. AIDS 
still has the stigma of being a gay dis 
ease 

Anthony Jenkins, a Columbus native 
who has become a successful fashion 
designer in New York, was courageous 
enough to go public with his HIV status 
Jenkins, like many afflicted with the 
epidemic, endured scorn not only from 
sttangers, but from people close to him 
as well 

To tell the truth, there was a tremen- 
dous amount of ignorance in Columbus 
about AIDS and it was mostly inthe Black 
community. It was unheard of for 
anybody Black to have AIDS," said

Pastors agree with guv: 


HH-town act an ‘

Like Moses coming down from 
the mountain with the. tablets of 
stone, the word is in on "H-Town" 
from--the-preachers: Governor 
George Voinovich was right. 

The governor sent a letter to 
Ruth Stackhouse, Chair of the Ohio 
Expositions Commission, which 
sponsors the Ohio. State Fair, to 
complain about the behavior of the 
soul group from. Houston, Texas, 
who performed as the opening act 
for Silk ‘ 

During their performance, H- 
Town pulled down their pants. The 


group invited several young ladies 


- one a8 young as 14 -- up onto the 
stage, where they engaged in 
several simulated sex acts with the 
young ladies 

The governor was "very upset” 
at the incident, according to his let- 
ter. 

“One of our foremost goals for 
the State Fair is to build on its fami- 
ly-oriented appeal, and that means 
we must do everything within our 
power to avoid offending those in 
attendance," Voinovich said. He 
urged the Expositions Commission 
to apologize to the citizens of Ohio 

The pastors interviewed by the 
Call and Post couldn't agree more 

Several did. not know firsthand of 
the incident. However, when the 
behavior which generated the 
governor's outrage was explained, 
the pastors shared the governor's 
concern. 

"He should be outraged," Eld 
Eugene Lundy, Pastor of the 
Church of Christ of the Apostolic 
Faith, said, "| would be outraged 
Demonstrating explicitly sex acts 
on stage is an outrage." 

Rev. Jesse Wood, Pastor of 
Love Zion Baptist Church, said that 
the governor is a man who is com- 
mitted to a certain standard of 
ethics and morality -- standards he 
shares. 

"| believe that there is a certain 
standard of morality that we have to 
employ ourselves, and encourage 
others to employ," Wood said 
“Anytime we stray from that, we 
jeopardize the standards and ethics 
of our people and our race." 

The governor stressed that such 
behavior is inappropriate at a fami- 
ly-oriented event such as the fair. 
Burwood went furthers 

"Such behavior is inappropriate 
period," Wood said. "It's inap- 
propriate, a distortion of the values 
we need to go back to.” 

William Wheatley, pastor of Mt. 
Vernon A.M.E. Church, said that the 
burden rests with the Ohio Exposi- 
tidns Commission, which was “ir- 
responsible" in bringing the group 
to the fair. 

"Those persons who select 
groups have a responsibility in 
knowing persons who they're 
choosing,” Wheatley said -- a 
“moral responsibility” that, Wheat- 
ley believes, the commission abdi- 
cated 

It should have been no surprise 
that H-Town's performance created 
such a stir, Wheatley said, because 
“from what | know about the group, 
that's the way they perform." 

To.one pastor, the issue of H- 
Town's behavior is part of a larger 
question regarding the music which 
is. popular today. 

Ahenetta Davis, shepherd of the 
Redeemer A.M.E, Zion Church, ex- 
pressed a general concern about 

some of the musio.young people 
are listening to.

As a church musician herself, - 
Davis said, “a’lot of the rap songs 
and the words and the music are 
just not as it should be." " 

But outrage, as far as it goes, is 
not enough, one of the pastors 
believes:

Death at an early age 


here is much to mourn about the shooting 

death of Jimmy Greggs; a Brookhaven 

High School graduate and star athlete who 
was about to go away to junior college. 


There is the tragedy of the death of the 
young, in which years of bright promise are 
snuffed out in just a moment's violence. There 
is the loss we feel when we see dreams unmet, 
a young man's -- and his family's -- hopes 
Violently shattered. There is the sorrow we all 
feel when we consider the apparent random- 
ness of his death, in an incident which was 
apparently unprovoked, 

But there is an additional overwhelming 
sadness that fills many of.us in the death of this 
young man: the reality that it has become all 
too commonplace 


lf you're a young Black man, the statistics 
tell us, you've got a bullseye On your chest. 


The murder rate for young Black. men is 
several times higher than for whites, and is the 
leading cause of death. 

Random or provoked, all this death is, to 
use a common phrase, "senseless." The 
Climate of drugs and easy accessibility to guns 
which drives so much of this pathology of 
violence is a clear and present danger to our 
neighborhoods and communities, and it 
makes no sense at all. 

It has become easier for youth to get a gun 
than acar, Accessibility, coupled with anger, 
makes for a dangerous environment. Jimmy 
Greggs -- ayoung man just out with his friends 
having a good time -- will never again see or 
experience that anger. But we, the living, 
must do all we can to stop it. 

It is consigning far too many of us to death 
at an early age.

‘We comment on this drug bust -- and pub- 
fished the pictures of the alleged drug traffick- 
ers -- in order to correct what we view as a 
glaring inequity in the Columbus media. To 
our knowledge, no television station showed 
either live or still pictures of Coleman and Roe- 
hling, both of whom are white. No newspaper 
published their pictures. 

Not in any of the television stations’ news 
segments, for which the arrest was a major 
story. Little mention was made in the sports 

' segments, although such a story would seem 

| to’be major despite the relatively low profile of 

| ‘Ohio State University wrestling. 

1°" It is unclear to us why the arrest of white 
drug dealers caught with thousands of dollars 
of drugs and a "sophisticated" drug manufac- 
turing operation merits less attention in the 
Columbus media than the arrest of a few 

| small-time crack peddlers. Of course, no one 

| will say thaf this could be ragial in nature: after 


all, the news is delivered in an unbiased way, 
isn't it? 

But the fact that Blacks are 18 times more 
likely to be arrested for drugs than whites in 
Columbus -- a record that ranks it first (worst?) 
in the nation among cities over 400,000 in 
population -- demonstrates the massive dis- 
parity of attention that is placed upon Blacks 

ofS the victims,.and. perpetrators, of the.drug 
trade. ° ¥ 

Drug addiction is aproblem which confronts 
persons of all racial groups and social classes. 
Drug abuse and its attendant problems are not 
restricted to ahandful of neighborhoods on the 
near east side or the Linden area. 

At the same time, there is, in our society, an 
increasing -- not diminishing -- fear of Blacks, 
especially Black men, as if this one group was 
the cause of our nation's entire crime problem. 
Many'have charged that the:attack on drugs 
has become an attack on Blacks. And others 
have pointed out that the media have been 
contributors to that demonizing fear, as they 
have focused attention on Black criminality 
and Black drug busts to the exclusion, or at 
least the diminution, of all white drug crimes. 

We believe that it is not too much to ask that 
the same journalistic standards which are 
used to show Blacks when they are being 

‘arrested for drug crimes will be used when 
whites are the alleged perpetrators, Butin the 

, absence of such a standard, we will continue 
to publish those pictures as a matter of public 
service.

For Rev. Raleigh Trammell, head 
of the Dayton Chapter of the ~ 
Southern Christian Leadership Con- 
ference, his’ group's request for an 
investigation of one of the state's 
most powerful judicial figures has 
been a matter of good and bad 
Wright -- and wrong. 

When asked how he felt about the 
handiing of the investigation of Ohio 
Supreme Court Justice Craig Wright, 
he expressed disgust S 

"it hasn't been handled," Trammell said. "There's 
nothing been done, and nothing's going to be done, 
because the judiciary, system in Ohio. and probably in 
America, is not responsive to African-Americans." 

In the wake of what Trammell perceives as the 
foot-dragging and white-washing in the Wright inves- 
tigation. Trammell has concluded. "there's no justice 
and tair-play for African-Americans in this state.” 

Wright. you may recall, is the Ohio Supreme Court 
Justice who was accused by a former Supreme Court 
administrator. Louis ‘Damiani, of making racial slurs 

Wright initially denied the slurs, Later, after Damiani 
produced a tape of the comments. Wright admitted the 
comments 

The SCLC. which had been protesting against 
Wright's comments and had urged that he resign from 
the Supreme Court, requested an investigation of 
Wright’s- remarks.-and of allegations that Wright had 
ruled in certain cases before the court in which he had 
a financial interest 

Ohio Supreme Court Chief Justice Thomas Moyer 
had originally rejected investigation of the complaints. 
After Wright admitted the comments. Moyer later 
turned the matter over to the court's disciplinary coun- 
sel, warned Bettis. who turned the complaint over to 
Chief Appeals Court Judge Rupert Doan 

Judge Doan empaneled three fellow appeals court 
juidged to hear the complaint, Those judges recently 
found no cause of action against Wright, in either the 
area of conflict of interest or on the admitted racial 
slurs, < 

For Trammell. the entire process has not been an 
eye-opener, but simply a confirmer of what he had 
already believed

NAFTA dealing with labor and the environment. The 
agreements are little more than public relations ap- 
peals to the three governments’to police themselves, 
without the rigorous enforcement mechanism con- 
tained in NAFTA itself. We cannot rebuild America 
under NAFTA, It will cost workers in all three countries, 
while giving a free ride to multinational corporations, 
large banks and wealthy investors

One evening during supper 
about two weeks into the camp, my 
friend touched my head as we 
talked. Then, without warning, he 
punched me in the face and yelled

ing. My friend was taken away from 
his place at the table, without any 
explanation or apology to me. | 
never talked to him again 

It's a cruel irony that the ability

A: You are prohibited by law from giving away or accepting a Lottery 
ticket after it has been determined to be a prize winner. The law does 
allow people to make gifts of unscratched instant tickets and on-line 
tickets, provided the gifts were made prior to the drawing or the scratch- 
off that would determine them as winners. 


Q: Just Curious: when and where was the 


first Lottery ticket sold? 
— Ed Harvey, Newark, OH 


A: New Hampshire was the-first of the current lottery.states to sell a 
lottery ticket. That was in 1964. The ticket cost three dollars and required 
a form to be filled out. The drawing was held twice a year, then 
progressed to weekly, and now daily drawings. 
Q: I own a convenience store, and I was won- 
dering just what’s involved in becoming an 
Ohio Lottery retailer. : 

— D. Blick, Cleveland, OH 
A: The first step is to contact the nearest Ohio Lottery office so that you 
can fill out an application. A Lottery sales representative will visit the 
premises and complete a sales and marketing report, which will assist 
the Lottery in determining the feasibility of the application. There are two 
types of Lottery retailers: 1) CONVENTIONAL retailers sell only Ohio 
Lottery Instant Tickets. The retailer must be a conventional retailer for six 
months and establish sales of $500.00 per week before being considered 
for an on-line terminal. 2) ON-LINE retailers sell Instant tickets and 
tickets for all Lottery on-line games (Super Lotto, Kicker, Buckeye 5, and 
Pick 4).

not able to read their children or 


grandchildren bedtime stories 
and, help them with their work 


Some functionally illiterate 
people go through life concealing 
their problem. they have kept their 
secret up to the point of being able 
to graduate from high school, join 
the military and participate in com- 
bat duty, Some have even been 
able to enter the workforce and 
succeed without detection 


Victims of functional illiteracy 
who were able to make economic 
and social gains are not without 
other—problems They are 
reported to . suffer with 
psychosomatic ilinesses as a 
result of living in a state of 
paralyzed fear and distress. They 
exist under the pressure of ton- 
stantly wondering whether or not 
their deficiencies will be detected 


In adition to causing 
psychological, social and 
economic problems, including 


spousal and child abuse, function- 
al illiteracy is estimated to cost 
American businesses and tax 
payers billions, of dollars each 
year, Many of the on-the-job 
deficits are attributed to errors, ac- 
cidents and cost overruns 


Since its inception two and a 
half years ago, The CMACAO 
Head Start Family Literacy Train- 
ing Program has grown from one 
student to a waiting list_of twenty- 
two, Currently, fifteen parents are. 
enrolled; eleven students have 
passed their GED test 


When CMACAO Head Start 
Program parents complete The 
Family Literacy Training Pro- 
gram, they leave not only able to 
read, comprehend and prepared 
to take their GED exam, they also 
leave with an elevated level of 
confidence and self-esteem 


Through collaboration with 
The Eastland Vocational Educa- 
tion Center, CMACAO’s Head 
Start Program provides space 
furnishings, refreshments 
babysitting and supplies for 
parent ana student enrollees, The 
Center provides an instructor and 
instructional materials which are 
used to help prepare them for 
passing their GED Test 


CMACAO’s Head Start Pro- 
gram and its two delegate agen- 
cies John XXIII and 
Southwestern currently serves 
2509 pre-school! aged children 
and their families in 23 centers 
located throughout Franklin 
County and through Home- 
Based Services

Tips For Consumers From 
Better Business Bureau 


Parents should be aware of child modeling scams 

Does your child have what it takes to be a model? While many unscrupulous 
companies will lead you to believe so, their first interest is collecting your money, 
not promoting your child to stardom. 

Better Business Bureaus warn parents not to be taken in by "Help Wanted" 
ads that state something like, "Searching for child models. This week only! No 
experience necessary. No fee." If you respond to such ads, your child may be 
invited to an interview and screening where you'll probably be told he or she ‘is 
just what we are looking for." 

Among the methods the companies use to help your child gain “exposure” in 
order to secure modeling employment are “headsheets,” brochures consisting 
of head shots and basic personal information, and videotapes in which they read 
a script or do a product presentation. 

Despite claims that no fee is involved, many fraudulent operations require 
up-front money, which they may call "registration," “consultation,” or “administra- 
tive" fees for the photography or video services, which can run into hundreds of 
dollars. 

However, some parents report that these brochures and videos were never 
distributed to potential employers, and, in some cases, the company neyer 
provided any service at all to help their child find a job. The company simply took 
the consumer's money, closed up shop and left town. 

To help you detect fraudulent opoportunities, the BBB warns that disreputable 
modeling promoters often: 1) use names that sound like well-known agencies, 
causing you to think that they two might berelated,;2) display pictures of famous 
child models or celebrities on the walls to make you believe they are represented 
by that manager, although they are not, 3) pressure you to leave a cash or check 
deposit or sign a contract immediately, and 4) avoid answering questions 
concerning types of assignments for which your child might be used.

Health officials emphasized the 
importance of keeping a handle of 
TB because of the risk to inmates

"We appreciate the health 
départment's thoughtful and 
thorough analysis of this sensitive 
yssue,” Wilkinson said. “| have in- 
Structed our staff to begin adopting 
the recommendations. This is clear 
ty a public health issue. WE hope 
inmates appreciate the gravity of 
the situation and the role they play 
in preventing disease. By taking the 
TB test, they can help contro! the 
spread of this deadly disease, Their 
willingness to take this test could 


, nat only save their lives, but save 


thé life of a family member whom 
they will have Contact with -after 
prison 

wWrison officials sdlicited advice 
from ODH as part of an agreement 
with inmates involved in the April 
disturbance at the Southern Ohio 
Correctional Facility (SOCF) in 
Lucasville. ODH preventive 
medicine staff met with physicians 
and Muslims to distuss TB testing 
policies and procedures. The com- 
mon goal was to find better ways to 
convince inmates to volunteer to be 
tested 

As a result of the research and 
meetings, Dr. Peter Somani, ODH 
director, said his staff makes three 
recommendations to prison offi- 
cials 


1) DRC should continue TB test 
ing on all new prisoners as well as 
annual testing of all-inmates in 
prison 

2) The Department should con- 
duct-more-edtiéation-of offenders 
on the benefits of TB testing and TB 
control 

3)-The messenger who shares 
TB information with inmates should 
be considered as important as the 
message. Individuals should be 
selected who reflect-the culture of 
the inmates 

Health officials concluded the 
skin test for,TB is the best means of 
detecting previous TB exposure. A 
positive result to the test indicates 
a need for further diagnosis and 
possible treatment to prevent con 
traction or spreading of the disease 
The test used by DRC, the Montoux 
tuberculin:skin test. is a proyen and 
universally accepted procedure 
that.is.free of any pork: pork 
product, or alcohol. This was a con 
cern of some Muslim inmates. 

Eigntstatés have had major out 
breaks of the contagious disease 
Ohio was not-on that list. However 
the number of TB cases in this state 
is up dramatically from an average 
of two a year to 25 cases in the first 
seyen months of 1993 

About six percent of all incoming 
prisoners test positive for previous 
exposure. If that small percentage 
developed active TB. they could in 
fect inmates, staff and visitors 

All but a few hundred of the 39 
365 prisoners, incarcerated 
throughout the state have agreed to 
be tested. Prison officials say they 
will continue to share whatever in- 
formation is available to those in 
mates who have yet to be tested

The thoughts of MJ’s 
gambling connection 
to dad’s death is 


of poor taste 


"| have killed for a lot less,"! recall 
hearing from friends in the street, who 
claim they would kill for a cheeseburger 
from Rally's to fill their noisy stomachs. 
But that morbid thought was incom- 
parable to the rumors and thoughts that 
Michael Jordan’s financial circumstan- 
ces led to his father’s death 

When James Jordan‘s body was iden- 
tified by a Fayetteville, North Carolina 
coroner on Friday the 13th of August, the 
buzzing from across the country began 

Everyone speculated that, when the 
elder Jordan didn't show up for three 
weeks and police found his Lexus 400 
stripped to bare spark plugs, it was his 
son's problems that may have sparked 
his disappearance. Now that James 
Jordan's murderers are in police custody, 
police are saying the murder was.a ran- 
dom act of violence, perhaps we can 
squash the rumors of a Jordan gambling 
connection that lead to his father's death. 

Many believed this may have been a 
warning from Jordan's creditors that 
Jordan's golf and other betting matters 
went.seriously out of hand. No one took 


into account that Jordan's death could, 


have just been a ‘regular’ homicide. Who 
would take a superstars’ father and not 
ask for ransom? 

Death is no funny matter. While bets, 
mistakes, and bad calls can ultimately be 
corrected, death cannot. | seriously 
declined thoughts of Jordan gambling his 
father's life away. 

The lovable Jordan Family has been 
through so many tough times. They have 
swallowed claims that Jordan is a selfish 
basketball player, excessive gambler, 
and deals with criminals on a regular 
basis. Now, his scarred'reputation has to 
battle with the possible responsibility of 
his father's death -- a burden | wouldn't 
wish on a feared enemy. 

The family, though not immediately 
calling police when Jordan was missing 
on July 26, did not want to cause a media 
frenzy, and were probably waiting for a 
ransom note. They were aware that the 
media can be just as-deadly. They opted 
to wait three weeks, which spurred 
rumors and taboo thoughts. 

The truth has. finally risen. Martin 
Demery and Daniel Andre Green, both 
18-years-old and residents of North 
Carolina, were charged in the murder of 
Jordan, as they were traced from the 
elder Jordan's cellular phone, one of 
several articles stolen in this hideous 
crime. The men shot Jordan in the chest, 
drove several hours to South Carolina 
and deposited the body in a creek near 
McCall, South Carolina. 

! don't think, in my heart, that Jordan 
would sacrifice his family for a late pay- 
ment or on a dare. Life is too precious. 
For the family | can offer my condolen- 
ces. 

For the basketball world, it says some- 
thing unkind just to think Jordan had a 
connection in his father's death. For the 
sake of Jordan's sanity, | hope this was 
an unfortunate and unrelated accident 
that only shrinks warped imaginations, 
not mirrors them.

MICHAEL JORDAN 
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Local boxer upsets "Giant" at State Fair Tournament

It was the bout that everyone packed 
into Davey Arena to see at the Ohio State 
Fairgrounds last weekend. And more 
than 600 spectators witnessed Colum- 
bUs fighter Joseph Campnotta pull of the 
upset of his boxing career by defeating 
heavily-favored: Mike "Sandman" Stub- 
blefield to capture the 1993 Ohio State 
Fair Super-Heavyweight Championship 
in Sunday's Amateur Boxing Tourna- 
ment 

"| wish | could take out my heart and 
give it to Joe," said Vonzell Johnson, 
Campnotta'’s coach at Thompson 
Recreation Center,moments before 
Campnotta-stepped-into the-ring,.If-he 
keeps his heart, he will win," 

Campnotta, who weighed in at 219 
pounds, dropped the 360-pound Toledo 
fighter at the 1:49 mark in the final round 
Controversy loomed over whether the 
right hook to the body landed low. The 
referee ruled it a clean knockdown as 
Stubblefield dropped to his knee and 
took a mandatory eight count. 

According to Campnotta, this was the 
turning point in the match. A point where 
his confidence soared: : 

"After that hook to the body, | felt he 
could be broke down," said Campnotta 
"Since he's been in the tournament, he 
has been intimidating to fighter by his 
size, but | wasn't intimidated. He does hit 
hard, but.my heart. was.too big to quit." 
Columbus Recreation and Parks 
Department teamed with State Fair offi- 


cials, United States Amateur. Boxing 
Federation and boxing organizers 
around the country to bring Amateur 
Boxing to the forefront of this year's fair 
activities. 

Boxers from Cincinnati, Cleveland, 
Marion, Tiverton, Rhode Island, Wiscon- 
sin and even the nation's capital toname 
a few came to duke-it-out in the four-day 
tournament for the prestigious State Fair 
boxing titles in their respective weight 
classes 

Championship titles also went to 
Columbus fighters: Felix Stewart in the 
Bantam Weight Division; Marques Suez 
and Mario Bowles in the Junior Division. 
and Keith Spikes captured a victory inthe 
Super-Heavyweight Open Division 

Among the spectators at Sunday's 
finals was Penny Campnotta, who 
watched her son step:into the ring with 
Stubblefield, who is known around the 
Nobia Boxing Club in Toledo as the 
“gentle giant." Stubblefield’s 148-pound 
advantage didn’t seem to bother her as 
she watched her son step into the ring 

"| had as much confidence as Joe 
had," said Penny. "He has it together and 
win or lose, he's a real winner. You know 
how the saying goes, ‘the bigger they are 
the harder they fall 

This is a classic meaning of those 
words." .

OSU’s Rallins manages Women’s 
U.S. World team in Germany 


Ohio State-Women's track and field 
coach Mamie Rallins is the head 
manager for the U.S. women's. outdoor 
track team that is curréently:cémpeting in 
the World Championships now through 
August. 22, in Stuttgart, Germany. She 
has been there since Aug. 14. 

Rallins, who is entering her 18th year 
at Ohio State, is working with the best 
track and field athletes from the Unites 
States, including Jackie Jorner-Kersee, 
Gail Devers, and Gwen Torrence. “| am 
dealing with the United States’ best," 
Rallins said. “These ladies are two-and 
three-time Olympians." 

Working with high caliber athletes is 
nothing new to Rallins, who has served 
as a head coach or manager on 
Numerous coaching staffs that have 
taken athletes to Mexico, Italy and Rus- 
sia. But Rallins not only has international 
experience as a coach, she was a world- 
class hurdler. 

At the age of 27, she earned a place 
on the 1968 Olympic team and was 
voted the best hurdler in the United 
States. She returned the following year 
to set world records in the 50-meter 
hurdles and in the 50-, 60- and 70-yard 
hurdles, the last of which Rallins still 
holds. She would later earn spots on the 
1972 Olympic squads competing inter- 
nationally. 


Rallins has either coached or 
managed at every level, but this is the 
highest level Rallins has ever been af- 
fillated With as-a manager. in 1987; She 
coached the U.S.-team in thé fifst-ever 
World Indoor Championships. Rallins 
said the next step is the Olympics and 
she hopes for the opportunity to manage 
the U.S. team in Atlanta in the 1996 
Olympic Games.
